this Scurrilous Pamphlet, was the Picture 
of the Pope, ſetting all on a heap in a Chair, 
with theſe following Verſes under it, 


Here I ſit grubling, in St. Peter's Chair, 
Oppreſt with Grief, to think on Lamberh-Fair. 


In thoſe days the Common-Prayer-Book wag 
tied ro the Troopers Horſes Tails in ſome 
places, and the Boys run after it; this made 
Sport for thoſe Prieſts that clamoured againſt 
it in the Pulpir, and their Followers ; this 
was F. Bugg's eftabliſhed Church and Mini- 
ſtry, thar he Clamours fo much againſt the 
Quakers, for their going into their Steeple- 


Houſes, in many of his Books: I never 


heard that the Quakers, fo called, diſturbed 
the Epiſcopal Clergy in their Worſhip, by 
going 1n amongſt chem ; they only diſturbed 
F, Bugg's eſtabliſhed Miniſters, of the late 
profetling times. 

I remember when King Charles II. came 
in, and the other Government was turned 
out, the Chancellor made a-Speech in the Par- 
liament-Houſe, which was printed, where- 
in he declared the fad Condition the Charch 
of England was in for many Years, and _ 
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this Exprefſion, that She bad been buried in 
her own Rubbiſh 'for a long time : This ſhews 
She was SubjeR'-to Accidents ; it muſt be 
her Moderation, and the Divine Wiſdom, 
that can uphold her: If She be good in het 
Office; She will ſlay the longer in it. 


Lye 18. * If Friends were ſo charitable as 
© to ſend S. Cater 10 /. to help to pay his

y =_ better than F. Bugg in upbraiding 
* him. 

Reply, This hath been anſwered already, 
ſee my Book, p. 40, 41. He hath worried

Bur F. Bugg fays, When did they, or I, ac- 
count S, Cater a Beggar, an Indigent Fellow, a 
Fudas, a Man of a Deſperate Fortune ?

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this Year I asked him if they knew F. Bugg ? 
His anſwer was, That he knew him nor, 
neither did he ever hear of the name Bugn:

obſerved the Rules that other of our Preach- 
ers do, not to ſtay above one Night, ortwo 
at moſt, ' at any Friends Houſe ; and for my 
Brother Waldegrave, he does affirm, That he 
never was at F. Bugg's Houſe with my Bro- 
cher and Siſter, but only when my Brother 
Bainardiſiene travelled alone, he fometimes 
went with him as a Companion, and might 
lodge a Night or two at F. Bugg's Houſe : 
Although my Brother Waldegrave was de- 
frauded by his God-fathers and CO 

ther, 
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ther, ſo called, . of a great Eſtate, as ſome 
others may. remember beſides my. ſelf, - yer- 
he always had an Eſtare to maintain him 
and his Family, without going to Service, 
or uſing any Trade or Calling to get a live- 
lihood. 

After much Clamouring and Lying, he 
oes on againſt. G. Whitebead, and others, and 
ays, ; 

What I now offer to your confiderati- 
« on, is from certain 'Letters, and a printed 

« Paper, of your Friend Ann Docwra's, that 
« ſhe writ :to Mr. Criſp, &c. Firſt our of a 
« Broadfide, intituled, The New Projetting For- 
« maliſt Charatterized, &C. - 

This Paper was not writ againſt G. White- 
bead, nor any 'of choſe F. Bugg ſuggeſts it 
was writ againſt, as may be ſeen in the ſe- 
cond Paragraph of it; but it, was writ againſt 
ome Presbyterians and Anabaptiſts, pretended 
Quakers, which, were. Contentious at that 
time, and ſought Preheminence over us, and 
would have broken our Rules and Method 
concerning i.Marriages, that were friendly 
recommended to us from a General Yearly 
Meeting at-London ; alſo againſt a Certificate 
that was faid to be forged, concerning, a 
Marriage, . which Certificate came out of 
the furtheſt part of the Iſle of Ely, into Cum 
bridge to us, and not from G. Whitehead, as 
F. Bugg (uggeſts z neither did that Certificate 
COn- 
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concern F. Bugg, nor was his hame in it: 
Altho* he pretends that I writ -in his behalf, 
againſt G. Whitehead and others, which was 
nor in my thoughts when I writ that Paper, 
nor ſo intended. 

This aforeſaid Paper F. Bugg ſuggeſts, in 
his Book, intituled, The Chriſtian Miniſtry of 
tbe Church of England Vindicated, &c. and he 
ſays, This Paper was printed about the Year 
1683. See his Book p. 3. But this, and all 
that he hath wrir' againſt me, are feigned 
Stories; for this - Paper was writ ſeveral . 
Years after 1683. Thad no accaſion offered 
me to write againſt ſeveral things mention- 
ed in that Paper, until the Year 1685. 
which was occaſioned by reaſon of a Book 
that came out in Print, written againſt me, 
printed 1685. which I anſwered in that Pa- 
per, and ſome other things that were occa- 
fioned abour that time ; the Title of that 
Book was, The good Order of Truth Fuſtified. 
This Man that writ the Book was wholly a 
Stranger to me, and a Country-man; he did 
not ſo much as fend to me, before he print- 
ed it, to Admoniſh me, if he thought I was 
in an Error, which was not according to 
The good Order of Truth; but I afterwards 
ſuſpe&ted by what he writ, it might be oc- 
cationed by F. Bugg, and his Cabal's former 
Forgery, mentioned in my Book, p. 1, 12.

pole they were forged by F. Bugg, there is 
ſo much- of F. Bugg's Projetts againſt meg j 
it, although irc is wric in a different fry 
from hisz yet I am not free to anſwer. F, 
Bugg, or any of his Cabal, but in Print, leaſt 
they ſhould pur falſe Conſtruttions of them, 
or add fome Forgery to them ;. I muſt nor 
expe any thing elſe from them. 

I ſawrwo Letters,writ in a hand much like 
mine, -with my name to them, . which had 
things in them which I never writ, faid, or 
thought; theſe were brought from F. Bugg, - 
to me, by a Clergy-man that ſeemed be 
F. Bugg's Friend ; I utterly diſowned them 
before him; theſe Letters F. Bugg hath print- 
ed, and I have anſwered to them already.

Whitehead, S. Cater,” and others, which 
I never meant, nor thought ſo, as: F. Bugg 
hath luggeſted, both in the four forged Let- 
ters, and Otherwiſe. 

I complained to a -Clergy-man that the 
Letters vhich he had feen with my name to 
them, F. ,ZBugg had forged ; he anſwered, 
That the Biſhop of Rocheſter was ſo' ſerved ;

Moft, if nor 
all. the Letters I writ, to T. Criſp, did only 
concern 4 Paper that F. Bugg, and his Cabal, 
had forged ſome things in it; in the Year 
1683. with my name to it in Print : Iam 
ſure I never writ to him any thing elſe, but 
concerning that Paper, of any conſequence ; 
and for F. Bug, he can ſhew nothing under 
my hand, except he Forges it, that I, am 
aſhamed or afraid of; bur I perceive by his

I perceive by George Keith's Writings in 
Print, he is in that Cabal with Tho, Criſp, 
and if F. Bugg ſays true, with him alſo ; bur 
I will now leave F Bugg, and enter upon 
ſomething of G. Keith's proceedings: He is 
a Man of Contention and Strife, as appears 
by kis Books in Print; he is ſo lifted up with 
his Scholarſhip, that he boaſts himſelt co be 


Wiſer than others, and hath ſought prehe- 
C minence 
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minence over the People called Quakers, as 
may appear in his printed Books, and other 
PraQtices z this hath been ſome cauſe of his 
Strife, Debate and Contention, in which he 
hath ſhown more Folly than Wiſdom; it is 
a common ſaying, That a learned Fool isthe 
moſt Troubleſom and Contentious of all 
Men ; altho* his Craft is the principal Inſtru- 
ment of the proceedings in his undertakings; 
yet he hath made but ſmall progreſs in his 
Deſigns, as may appear, for I do not. yet 
hear that he is taken into real Community 
with any known Perſwaſion, either Presby- 
terian, Independent, Baptiſts, or Church of Eng- 
land, but hath endeavoured to gather a looſe 
unſtable People to himſelf, by his Deluſions, 


' to make them believe that the Light or Grace 


of God, is not ſufficient, if obeyed, to bring 
Man to Salvation: His undervaluing the Hea- 
venly and Divine Light, hath brought him 
into Darkneſs, and his Followers alſo into 
great Deluſions. 

This G. Keith inthe time of che Perſecuti- 
on fled into America, and left the Flock to the 
Wolf; and now Liberty is granted in the Ex- 
erciſe of our Religion, he and his Followers 
have diſturbed our Meetings in divers places, 
as appears by his own printed Relation of his 
Journey to Briſtol,and other places; he ſhow'd 
himſelf in our Meeting at Cambridge, with- 
out our Conlents and took up the Meeting 


for

for along time, and ſome part of the time in 
Sophiſtry and Clamour againſt ſome of our 
Miniſters ; at laſt he mer with oppoſition, 
which cauſed him to give over ; but he was 
ſo tedious, that ſome of the Schollars that 
were preſent ſaid, If this Fellow had not been 
oppoſed, be would have babbled until Mid-night. 

He alfo lays claim to our Meeting-Houſes, 
and ſays,They are as common for him as for others to 
Preach in: This is not true ; our Meeting- Houſes 
are common for all Hearers, but they are not 
common to all Preachers, they are not com- ' 
mon for Feſzits, nor toG. Keith an Apoſtate- 
Quaker, nor any others that are not in Unity 
and Community with us ; ſuch have no lawful 
pretence to Preach amongſt us, and the Ma- 
giſtrate may (to keep the Peace) take notice 
of ſuch, upon complaint, for they do but di- 
ſturb our Meetings, contrary to the Liberty 
granted in the Exerciſe of Religion. 

I have been in Community with the Peo- 
ple called Quakers above 36 Years, and have 
obſerv'd there were many reſtleſs Spirits under 
divers Perſwafions, theſe ſometimes joyned 
againſt us ; and ſome Apoſtate-Quakers alſo, 
and others that were under a large Profeſſion 
of Religion, yet their Principles were nor 
powerful-to bear them up inthe time of Per- 
ſecution, but they skulk'd in Holes and corners 
ro perform their Worſhip to God, and called 
it Humane Prudence ; theſe People were more 

| C 2 prudent 
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Prudent than Pudent, forthey were not at eaſe 
there, but were envious againſt us, and were 
often fcribbling againſt us, and raifing Con- 
troverſies, and Diſputes, in matters of Religi- 
on. I write not theſe things to upbraid the 
proceedings of theſe worldly fearful Profeſſors 
in general, for there was ſome in Community 
with them, that were an honeſt plain-hearted 
Peaple, that loved Peace, and did not approve 
of their Contention, altho'* they lay ſtyl skulk- 
ing, until the Storm of Perſecution was over, 
and when the Sun ſhined, then every Viper 
crept out of his hole, then came forth George 
Keith and his Followers, diſturbing our Meet- 


ings, with Clamouring againſt us in them, 


and ſtirring up Diſputes and Controverfſie, in 
our Meetings for Worſhip, which was a thing 
that wasnever known amongſt us, and where 
ever he appears, this hath been his common 
praQtice, pretending to diſcover Errors ; but 
this is but make-bate Opinion, fallly called 
Religion, that lives by Jangling and Conten- 
tion, and knows not the pleaſant Paths of 


Peace,that the Children of Light walks in ; bur 
God will blaſt the ExpeQations of all ſuch turbulent Spi- 
rits,and bring them to Confuſton,and exalt hisLight and 
Grace in the Hearts of his PeaceablePeople,which is ſuffi-- 
cient to bring Salvation toall Mankind,that yield obedi- 


ence 30 it, to bring them to heavenly Peace and Proſpe- * 


rity, both in this Life, and the Life which is to come : 
Haſtenthis thy work, O God.

and ſeaſons: This is an. infallible Teacher, 
that never deceived any Man, and'is ſuffici- 
cient to bring all Mankind out of Darkneſs, 
and out of their Sins, that yield true obedi- 
ence to- it ; it works gradually in Man, it 
reproves ſome Sins firſt, and if. they forſake 
them, it ſhews them in order all their Sins ; 
and as they are obedient, it ſtillgoes.on more 
powerfully in its work, until it hath put an 
end to Sin, and brought Man to know the 
work of his Redemption, fo from all Ini- 
quity: Chriſt Jefus who is that true Light, 
that ſhowes to Man his Tranſgreſſian, puts an 
end to it, and brings in the room of it, ever- 
laſting Righteouſneſs, which is a bleſſed State 
and Condition.

Bur it is uſual with fallen Man to plead, 
that there is no Man without Temptations 
this may be crue, bur ir is no Sin to be 
tempted, if they yield not to thoſe Tempta- 
tions: Our Saviour, Jeſus Chriſt, himfelf 
was tempted in the days of his Fleſh, upon 
Earth, but ſmaned not: *Tis Man's yielding 
to Temptations'is the cauſe of Sin, and it 1s 
cheir Iniquity thar ſeparates 'from the true 
knowledge of God, and from Jeſus Chriſt, 


whom he hath ſent'to redeem Mankind out 


of Sin, and not in'Sin. The Light, Grace, 
and Inſpiration, of the Almighty, is that 


only which can ' teach Man his Duty ta 


God, and is one divine Principle in Man, 
: _ _-altho 
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altho” it is declared under feveral Denomi- 
nations, and hath divers Operations, accord- 
ing to 1 Cor. 12. 4. read the Chapter at large, 
and you will find this to be true. But ſome 
do ſay, That theſe Gifts are ceafed now, that 
are ſpoken of in that Chapter, and the work 
of the Miniſtry is from Books of Learned 
Men, and not from Enthufiaſts, as they call 
thoſe that Preach extempory from the Inſpi- 
_— of the Holy Spirit of God, as all ought 
to dO. 

Now I come to ſhew the Legerdemain 
that hath been uſed in this Nation, by ſome 
of the Learned,concerning this ſtrange word 
Entbufiaſm, which they have frighted the Ig- 
norantoPeople with, making them believe 
that there is dangerous matter Contained in 
it, and of bad conſequence in matters of Re- 
ligion ; this ſtrange wordEnthbuſiaſm, is from a 
Greek word,and ſignifies in Engliſh,Inſpiration ; 
I ſuppoſe none that underſtand Greek will de- 
ny this; we read not of any I»{pirationin the 
Holy Scriptures but what is Divine, both in 
the Old and New Teſtament, and the Scrip- 
rures are a good Witneſs againſt any Oppo- 
ſers, ſee Fob 32.8. and 2 Tim. 3.16. And 
tho* there be an evil Spirit Ruling in the Re- 
bellious, yer Inſpiration is commonly taken for 
the Good : But ſome do fay, That there is 
Fantaſtical Enthuſiaſm or Inſpiration : That 


- which is Fantaſtical, is not Real, and they

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find no fuch I»ſpiration mentioned inthe Holy 
Scriptures: I wiſh that Men would not make 
themſelves wiſe above what is written. | 

Their Ergliſh Dictionaries ſays, That the 
word Enthitaſe, or Enthyfiaſm, ſignifies an 


- Inſpiration, or a Raviſhment, of the Spirit, Dis 


vine Motion, Poetical Fury ; this laſt Expoſition 
is Babel indeed: What Confuſion can be more 
manifeſt thanthis, to confound Divine Motions 
with Poetical Fury ? . This ſhews what Dark- 
neſs raigns in the World, to Print ſuch ma- 
nifeſt ContradiCtions; as if Divine Motions and 
Poetical' Fury were” one and the ſame thing z 
bur ſome will have it ſo, and that the word 
Enthuſiaſm hath a two-fold Signification, and 
that there is a Fantaſtical Enthuſiaſm. ot Inſpi- 
ration;, weread of no ſach thing in the'Scrip- 
tures'of Truth : We read of ſme poſſeſled 
with evil Spirits, bur "that did not proceed 
from Divine Inſpiration, but Satan's Temp- 
rations: The Apoſtle ſays, That every one 


. tempted when the are drawn away by their own

Luſts, and enticed, Jaines 1.13,14,15. We read 
alſo of falſe Prophets, and Deceivers, in the 
Scriptures of Truth; bur our Saviour gives a 
true Charatter of them, he did not<all them 
Enthuftaſts, bur ſaid, Ye ſhall know themby their 
Fruits; Do Men gather Grapes of Thorss, or Figs 
of Thiftles? Mat. 7. 15,16, Luke 6.44. Theſe 
were a Perſecuting People, and mach com- 
plained of, in the' Holy Scriptures, 'in divers 
TEL I =, as...” 
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pn: both Magiſtrates and Prieſts, which 
are ſometimes called Fatch-men, as in Mic. 7. 
4. he faith, That the bef# of them # as a Bryar, 
and the moſt upright as a Thorny Hedge. . The 
Church of England, in their 39 Articles, cal- 
led, The Faith and Dofrine of the Church of 
England, they declare, That the Scriptures are 
@ ſufficient Rule both of Faith and Manners; ſee 
the 6th Article : And further, in the 2oth 
Articlethey ſay, That they muſt not expound one 
Place of Scripture, to make it repugnant to ano- - 
ther, &c. It they keep co their Articles, they 
will find no Enthuſiaſm or Taſpiration in the 
Scriptures, but what is really Divine. 

Now I come ta give an account of what 


| ſome of the Learned have faid concerning 


Enthuſiaſm or Inſpiration, wherein they arc 
divided amongſt themſelves concerning it : 
ſome ſay, That it is a Diſeaſe in the Soul of 
Man, and that the Soul hath Diſeaſes as well 


. as the Body. That the Souls of wicked Men 


have no Health in them, is certain ; but that 
proceeds not from Enthuſiaſm or Inſpiration, 
but from Sin z and nothing bur the Inſpirari- 
on of the Almighty, will Cleanſe and Heal 
them: Some others of the Learned ſay, Thar 
Enthuſiaſm. or Inſpiration is a natural thing, 


' and neither yr nor harm in it ſelf; and 


that ſome of the Poets of Old, were ſuch 


" Rhetorical Enthuſiaſts, that they believed they 


were Divinely Inſpired ; it is likely they 
F , were 
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were fo, the Apoſtle Paul quotes ſome of the 
Poets to convince the Athenians that worſhip- 
ped' ah unknown God, and were much gi- 
ven to Idolatry,” A#s 19. 27. where he ad- 
viſes them To ſeek the Lord, if baply they might 
feel after him, tho' be be nat far every one 
of ws : For in him we live, and move, and have 
our being ; as certain of your own Poets have ſaid, 
For we are alſo bs Off forine, &c. This ſhews 
that theſe Poets had ſome knowledge reveal'd 
to them from God: We do not read that they 
had their knowledge fromthe Scriptures then, 
to make a Trade on, as ſome do now-a-days. 
Revelation or Inſpiration proceed from one 
Fountain, and is really Divine, alcho* ſome 
of the Learned have uſed their endeavours to 
debaſe Inſpiration ; bur let us fee what the 
Church of England ſays, in this caſe, in their 
Common-Prayers ; firſt in the Colle for the 
Communion, they Pray That God would cleanſe 
their Hearts by the Inſpiration of hu Holy Spi-. 
rir, &c. I really believe that the Hearts of all 
Mankind cannot be cleanſed by any other 
means, but by the Inſpiration of the Holy 
Spirit of God : And further, in the Colle& 
for the firſt Sunday after Eaſter, they Pray 
for ihe Inſpiration of the Holy Spirit, that the 
may think thoſe things that be good, and by God's ' 
mercyful Guidance may perform the ſame, &c.This 
I am ſure cannot be done but by the Inſpi- 
ration of the Almighty : And in divers E 
ag 
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the other ColleQs they Pray for the Light and 
Grace sf God alſo : Certainly theſe Men thar 
writ the Liturgy of the Church of England, did 
believe that the Light, Grace and Inſpiration 
of the Almighty, was Sufficient to Illuminate, 
Inſpire and Teach,all Mankind,or they would 
not have inſerted it fo plainly as they have 
done : Ir were a work yery unprofitable, to 
Pray for that which is not attainable: And 
urther, in the aforeſaid Articles of the Church 
of England, ye ſhall find in the 13th Article, 
that they fay, That Works done before the Grace 
of Chriſt, and the Inſpiration of bs Holy Spirit, 
are not pleaſing to God, for as much as they ſpring. 
not of Faith in Teſs Chriſt, neither do they make 
Men meet to receive Grace, &c. This is a Truth 
that will ſtand for ever with all true Chriſtians. 
Let Men conſider with themſelves, how 
they ſhould come to the true knowledge of 
God, and turn their Mind inward, with a 
ſerious deſire after Eternal Happineſs, and 
mpty themſelves of their imaginary Wif- 
om, and wait upon God in Silence, to ob- 
ain Wiſdom of him, from whom every - 
ood and perfe& Gift comes, which is not 
o be obtained, but by God's Gracious Help 
Aſſiſtance, which will not be wanting on 
his part, to-bring them into Covenant with 
im, under the moſt Glorious Diſpenſation 
f the: Everlaſting Goſpel, which is initiated 
der the New Covenant, to be taught of
